Lean meat, it nuy anrpriae many to 


Jeara, is ranch more watery than fat 
meat This may be illustrated by tbe 
statement that very lean meat may con- 
tain a* much as 78 per cent of water, 
•while very fat fork may contain only 
10 per cent The fleab of fish ii more 
watery than ordinary botcher meat 
Thus salmon contain* five-eighths of its 
total weight of water, cod four-fifths 
and nounden six-seven tha. 


Among the fooda which may be cited 


as containing but a small percentage of 
water, and consequently m dry food, 
axe flour and oatmeal, and sugar is a 
food entirely devoid of it The animal 
body has often been aptly likened to a 
machine, and, like all machines, it re- 
quires fuel to keep it working. Now 
this fuel it obtains from the food which 
we eat, and in default of food tbe ani- 
mal tiasoe itself is drawn upon. Food, 
therefore, keeps tbe animal body warm 
and yields tbe mnscuJar energj 
for tbe aaeomptianment of toe work 
which the body does. In this capacity 
the three rlfimnn of food nutnenta may 
all be concerned. 


Tbe value of a •ay", way be estimated 


in terms of tbe amount of heat it will 
give rise to. The most concentrated food 
fuel is fat When fat is burned, it gives 
rise to twice aa much beat as IB given 
by the burning of either the albuminoids 
or the carbohydrates. Fatty foods, there- 
fore, possess a much greater beating 
value than nonfatty foods.—Philadel- 
phia Times.

The largest bell in the world is

was a century marked by growing 
intelligence that fostered inventive 
talent, and Dutch millwrights and 
engineer were celebrated for their 
skill in mechanics and engineering. 


Tbe avaricioutoieas of landlords 


prevented the general use of wind- 
mills in England. Of a man today 
who tries to take more than belongs 
to him we say that be wants tbe 
earth, and it is inconceivable to us 
that a time ever existed when a 
man could claim tbe proprietorship 
of tbe air. Such, however, at one 
time was the power of men holding 
vast estates in England that mills 
to be propelled by water or air were 
heavily taxed to pay tor tbe use of 
the wind which blew them from 
over some lord's domains. As to 
tbe form these mills took, they were 
at first built movable, with tbe sails 
turned in tbe direction of the pre- 
vailing winds of the country in 
which they were situated, so that 
they were in operation only when 
the wind was from a certain quar- 
ter. They were afterward built on 
a float. To turn the mills to tbe 
wind two methods were invented. 
In the German mill the whole struc- 
ture turned on a post, which gave 
it a very ridiculous appearance, as 
if tbe bulky tower and superstruc- 
ture were attempting to walk 
around on one stilt 


In the Dutch type the roof with 


tbe axle and spars alone are mova- 
ble. But they were both operated 
by a wheel and pinions within or 
by a long lever without. The base- 
ment was generally built up of 
bowlders or heavy stonework, and 
the interior was fitted up with 
[lumps or with various kinds of ma- 
chinery. Half a century ago nearly 
;be whole of the grinding, stamp- 
ing, sawing, draining and pumping 
of tho low countries of Europe was 
done by wind power. And even' 
now, after nearly six centuries of 
constant use and the introduction 
of many rivals into the field of mo- 
tors, the people of Holland have 
never found anything better for 
their purposes. 
The Zuyder Zee, 


which is to be emptied and added 
:o the land area of the country, 
will be pumped dry with windmills, 
but they will be of the automatic 
steel type knowu as lie American 
milL 


Despite tbe erroneous popular no- 


ion that windmills are antiquated, 
:heir use is constantly increasing. 
A traveler in Holland records the 
fact that from a car window he 
counted 30, two-thirds of which 
were ot the American type, in the 
epace of ten minutes, and one jour- 
neying on tho New York Central 
will become a\\ arc o* tbese features 
of the iandser.p" in our own country 
before Troy k- i."H 100 miles behind. 
All over central New York, Ohio 
and westward across what wo used 
to be taught in our school geogra- 
phies was the Great American des- 
ert, now in Kai:sas, Nebraska and 
eastern Colorado, the.se windmills 
may be seen, fcjouietimes they are 
built like the Eiflel tower, an open- 
work structure of steel of iron, in 
which are pumping works and sur- 
mounted by a wheel made of slats. 
The receiving surface of these 
American mills is made up of blades 
of small width set at an angle into 
crossbars connecting the arms of 
the mill. This construction is much 
lighter than that of the Dutch mill, 
stronger and of greater capacity for 
a given diameter, and it responds to 
every variation of the wind with 
the lightness and certainty of a 
bird's wing.—Modern Machinery.

rian red deer, considered nnosnally flue 
animals. Indeed, Scotch deer of that 
weight (clean) are today next to oil- 
known. Bow much, therefore, must the 
race have degenerated when we read of 
stags killed by the above sportsman 
scaling over 850 pounds avoirdupois and 
bear that be shot 4,139 stags which 
weighed over 450 pounds! The antlers 
of these animals were in proportion to 
their bulk. Every sportsman knows that 
today red deer antlers bearing more 
than 14 tines are exceedingly rare.

' Few countries have been more plagned 
by the importation of insect pes« th«n 
the Hawaiian Islands, and none has 
benefited so greatly by the introduction 
of species to destroy them. The greatest 
harm was done by scale insects, which 
multiplied enomonsJy and spread all 
over the islands. To counteract these 
pasta coccinellidae, vulgarly known as 
ladybirds, were introduced into tho 
islands in 1890 and were a complete 
success. They became perfectly natural- 
ized, increased prodigiously for a time, 
almost cleared the trees and then, as 
their prey became comparatively scarce, 
decreased in numbers, only to reappear 
when the plague returned some time 
afterward ID the island of Kanni. The 
fruit trees on this island, especially the 
orange and lime, were in a most de- 
I«urabio coiidiiicc from the attacks of 
aphis and scales. Very few ladybirds 
could ba scon, bet iu a few weeks they 
swarmed, and in sis mouths' tune the 
infestpfl trees were all in perfect condi- 
tion, full of fruit and flower. The rea- 
son why the \mpcrtcd beneficial insects 
have done EO much good in Hawaii, 
while elsewhere their success has boeu 
less marked, is that the remote portions 
of the islands and the consequently 
limited fauna have given fr«« scope for 
increase to the iiaw arrivals. — New 
York Sun.

Maniac* Market at WhIUunUd* IB *••• 


•tat Attracted Many VUltw*. 


A correspondent in the London 


Lady writes the following: 


A curious custom connected with 


Whitsuntide used to prevail previ- 
ous to and as late as the early half 
of the present century inBuseia— 
namely, that of holding a public 
market, at which all the marriage- 
able women were on view, with the 
sole object of forming matrimonial 
alliances with the many bachelors 
who attended this curious annual 
show in the hope of being able to 
select wives. It was always held on 
the afternoon of each Whit Sunday 
at the summer gardens in St. Peters- 
burg, which is one of the most popu- 
lar places of resort. Here the Rus- 
sian girls who were anxious to find 
husbands used to assemble in great 
numbers, accompanied by their 
relatives and friends 


In a short time the gardens were 


filled with men who were on the 
lookout for w ives and who walked 
about inspecting the different maid- 
ens, who were invariably dressed in 
the most becoming clothes they pos- 
sessed, and all their jewelry. As a 
rule each maiden held in her hand 
a number of silver spoons or a large 
silver ladle, or some other house- 
hold article of greater or lesser 
value. This was a token that she 
could bring something of value to 
her husband which would help to- 
ward the furnishing and setting up 
of tho house. 


When a man saw a girl whom he 


thought likely to suit him and to 
make a good wife, or one with 
whose beauty he was struck, he en- 
tered into conversation wtth_ tho 


different member* at T»e* family 
who •urrouudt*! tier, or, if »he had 
none, with the marriage broker or 
saleswoman, who for a small MUD 
conducted all the business negotia 
Uona, with a \iew to finding out 
more about t1 o maiden and the 
amount of her dowry. The hitter 
being of bach importance in the 
transaction, it often was the first 
and loading question, aod if it 
proved satisfactory the reat of the 
business followed. The man stated 
his position in life and the amount 
of his worldly goods and gave hi* 
name and address to the girl's 
fnendfe. 


In the evening the girl and her 


friends retired and held a kiud of 
family conclave, when the merits 
and demerits of each candidate 
were fully discussed and comment- 
ed upon. The most eligible suitor 
was selected, and the girl was asked 
if she would decide to accept him. 
This was generally merely a formal 
observance, as all through the discus- 
sion the maiden had taken the prom- 
inent part herself, and, provided 
the man's worldly goods were suffi- 
cient for her liking, she agreed read- 
ily enough. If, however, she was 
difficult to please and would have 
nothing to do with any of the pro- 
posed suitors, she had no alterna- 
tive but to return to her home and 
wait until the following Whitsun 
tide and again attend the market, 
hoping some one more to her fancy 
might appear next time. This, 
however, was seldom the case, and 
it was not often that the same can- 
didate appeared two yean running 
in the summer gardens on Whit 
Sunday. 


A correspondent, writing in 1881, 


who had been present at one of 
these annual markets, said that in 
spite of the custom having been at 
one time very general it was by 
that date slowly dying out, and that 
there were comparatively few can- 
didates for marriage that year, and 
he thought the custom must erventu- 
ally be totally abandoned. He at- 
tributed this to the influence of out- 
side European opinions and taetes 
which were gradually spreading al 
over the different parts of Russia.

enders are distinctly outdone by the 
English usurers whose practice* are nn- 
lergoiug parliamentary investigation. 
One lady who kept • boarding bouse at 
Oriord borrowed i80, paying interest 
on that amount during the first month 
at the rate of 200 per cent. The second 
uonth she bad cut the debt down to 
£26, but the usurer raised the interest 
w 220 per cent, and it went on as fol- 


1ows, according to. the official report. 
Twenty pounds for the third month, 
300 per cent; on £16 for the fourth 
month, 400 per cent; on £10 for the 
fifth month, 600 per cent; on £5 for 
the sixth month, 1,300 per cent. Then 
1,300 per cent was charged for other 
five moiithe on a fictitious enm, as prac- 
tically the whole of the £30 was paid 
back in six months. After this £67 was 
added as interest, making the interest 
charged at this period up to 5,000 per 
cent. In this case the lady fully secured 
the lender by depositing her plate. It 
18 now proposed to make default penal- 
ties, fines and bonuses illegal and to 
reduce pawnbrokers' interest to 35 per 
cent a year.—Mexican Herald.

ripened beet change from a rich 
yellowish gretu, become drooping ->nd 
applied closely to the earth, aud macy 
of them die. The harvesting U easily 
fcccornplishtxl by first loosening the be*t»- 
iii the soil and then removing them by 
hand. For loosening the beets there is 
an apparatus, sold as the beet harvester, 
which can be used to advantage if the 
rows are quite straight aud the beets of 
a uniform size. 


Having lifted the beets, the next 


operation is removing the necks. This 
is doue by a large knife and the top of 
the beet or neck is cut off so as to re- 
move, with the top, that portion of the 
beet to which the stems of the leave* 
have been attached. The object of re- 
moving this portion of the beet ia to 
prevent tho mineral salts, which have 
accumulated in large quantities therein. 
from entering the factory. These min- 
eral salts exercise a deleterious influ- 
ence on the crystallization of the sugar. 
They are well fitted for feed or for fer- 
tilizing purposes and are of more value 
when left upon the soil than when re- 
moved to the factory. The neck is also 
much less rich in sugar than the other 
parts of the root. 


The removal of the tops of the beets 


is A tedious process which, in Europe, 
is performed by women and children. 
In this country the process of topping 
the beets will prove much more expen- 
sive than in Enropa It is probable that 
some mechanical device will be invent- 
ed by which the beets can be topped. 
So far as known at the present time. 
however, this process has not been suc- 
cessfully accomplished by machinery 
and the topping must still be done by 
hand. 


When the beets are topped, they are 


thrown into piles, and the tops thrown 
over them as a protection from the enn 
or frost until they can be delivered to 
the factory. The beets are best delivered 
to the factory in dump carts, which per- 
mit of their quick unloading. 
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Cottonseed Meal For Feptill»r, 


It is told in The New England Home- 


stead that a New Hampshire farmer has 
proved beyond doubt that cottonseed 
nwai is superior to phosphate as a fer- 
tilizer on light, warm soil. He uses less 
of the meal than of phosphate in a drill. 
and has raised from 200 to 300 bushels 
of potatoes to the acre and the heaviest 
crop of silo corn ever grown in his 
locality. Mixed with ben manure and 
ashes, "the meal has proved excellent 
when seeding down.

ye, the matron, said: "Dr. Wilson was 
led to found the home through an ex- 
periment he had in trying to find shel- 
ter for a young girl of 18 who was in 
every way worthy, but whose salary of 
$4 a week was insufficient to provide 
shelter and food in any respectable 
place. There were many doors open for 
fallen women, but not one for the thou- 
sands of good, pure girls who were try- 
ing to eke ont an existence on a misera- 
ble pittance. And he believed that it 
was easier to help girls than to redeem 
them. 


Most of COT girls receive from f4 to 


$8. Of course we do not take them il 
they make more than $7, but few even 
in the large dry goods stores make more 
than that, and many work in factories 
and shops for f3 or |4, Bookkeepers 
and accountants ordinarily make fo or 
$6, and the business schools are turning 
out continually classes of typewriters 
who are glad to work for $6 a week. 


"Out of this they must pay board, 


laundry and car fare or walk miles to 
and from their work, besides being ex- 
pected to dress well and neatly every day. 


"How can they do it? I answer the 


question by saying they cannot; it ia 
impossible. Then, if they are ill or 
•laid off' for a week they must go into 
debt. They must drees neatly. I doa't 
wonder that they want to do this; be- 
sides, they are required to do BO. If a 
store advertises for a girl, out of tbe 
number who apply for the place the one 
who makes the best appearance invari- 
ably receives it 
A young girl who re- 


cently came to the home told me that 
she had been offered a place in a certain 
business house—not a dry gocds store— 
at $4 a week. She answered, 'How can 
I work for $4 and pay $5 for board?' 
The reply was, 'Oh, I don't know, and 
I don't care!' 
"One girl here now makes only $3.26, 


and we have occasionally had girls over 
16 years old who worked from Monday 
morning until Saturday night for $2.50. 


"It is for such cases that the home 


provides, and needless to say it is al- 
ways full. We hope to be able to extend 
the work soon, not by enlarging this 
home, but by establishing another on 
the same basis. The institution is s«lf

Attorney John Wentsel, of Clncln- 
atl, representing Walter Zlan, of 
Columbus, arrived In tbe city late 
Saturday afternoon aod proceeded at 
once to ascertain the names of tbe 
present officers and board of trustees 
of tbe First National Bank. Zlnn la 
the Columbus man who bad 110,000 
worth of stock la the First National 
and refused to renew his stock by 
paying the assessment of 100 per 
cent, which was made immediately 
after tbe discovery of tbe $100,000 
loss in the Monroe Manufacturing 
Co. deal. Wentzel is the attorney 
who endeavored to assist In the in- 
vestigation of the affairs ot the bank 
at that time and who arrested 0. M. 
Hughes, Jr , on charges ot false en- 
tries in tbe books of the bank, exces- 
sive loans of the bank funds and mis- 
application of funds. 
When the 


Hughes case was tried in United 
States court at Toledo last winter, 
Wentzel was a regular attendant, but 
was not placed on the stand by the 
government. The object of his visit 
to the city Saturday was to serve 
notice upon the present directors and 
officers of tbe bank, requesting them 
(o bring action against the old direc- 
tors 
for 
the 
recovery 
of the 
t! 3,000 
which 
Zinn 
lost when 


tbe bank was wrecked. President 
T. D. Robb being at Mackinac and 
vice-president 0. S. Brice being in the 
east, Wentzel was unable to serve his 
notices upon them, but be left one of 
bis documents at tbe bank for 0, D. 
Crites. He says that if tbe present 
officials do not take some action in 
bebalf of his client, be will return 
and begin civil action. 


The directors cf the bank and 


cashier Crites, who have been seen 
by the TIKIS-DEMOCRAT, are In- 
clined to treat Mr. Wentzel's state- 
ments as mere idle talk and bis for- 
maljnotice will simply be ignored 
The present organisation of tbe bank 
has nothing whatever to do with the 
case and does not propose to. Cashier 
Crites states that Mr. Zinn's stock 
was sold in good faith and be does 
not apprehend that be can recover 
one cent from the former directors by 
a civil action, and much less by tbe 
notice he baa served.
